_yeader of any of them.) Upon this our Comedian men- 


tioned The Modern Husband, as not liable to the centure 


which our Yorkfhire Critic had p.ffed upon the reit. ‘This 
- Comedy, the Gentleman owns, ¢ * gave him pleafure, tho’ 
’ © jt is not entirely conformable to the rules of the Draina.* 


From the mention of the rules of the Drama, our Pki- 
Jofophical Critic takes an opportunity to taik in the fol- 
lowing moft profound, unintelligible manner about Plays, 
and the rules for writing them. ‘ By the rules of the 
© Drama, fays I, you mean, I prefuime, the rules of Cri- 
* tics, who have no right to impofe rules: the antient 


4 writers of Tragedy and Comedy divided their Plays in- 


* to five Ads, in which we have generally followed their 
“ example ; and I know no other ftated rule to be ob. 
* ferved, and that may be departed from fometimes with- 
* out any difadvantage. ” Thus, Mr. Bavius, there 
is no rule to be obferved in writing of Plays, but to di- 
vide them into five Aéts, and even that rule may be de- 
parted from: fo that in faét there is no rule at all abfo- 
lutely neceflary to be obferved. What direé&tion then isa 
Poet to follow in compofing a Dramatical Piece? Why, 
——*‘ Unerring reafon is the only guide in Tragedy and 
* Comedy, tho’ a man, who is merely a reafonable man, 
* and no more, is not qualified to write either, particular 
“ talents being requifite for both, under the conduét of 
“ reafon ; and that Poet who wants any other rule, be- 
¢ fides nature or reafon, miftakes his province when he 
“ attempts to write.’ It unerring reajon is the only 
guide in Tragedy and Comedy, it is no wonder that we 
have fo many bad ones: nay, I fear it is impofliole that 
there fhould be a good one, of either kind. For what 
Poet ever had this guides; which muft make him as infal- 
dible in poetry, as the old Gentleman at Rome pretends 





- €0 be in religion? But it {cems a merely reasonable man 


and no more, tho’ he has this snerring. reason, is not qua- 
lified to orite, becaute partitular talents are requifite un- 
der the conduf of [this unerring] reafon. By thele talents, 
I fuppofe, he imeaus invention, wit, hwmour, &c. which 
@.man who wants cannot write a Play : but no other:rule 
is neceflary befides nature or [unerring} reafon: fo that 
nature and unerring reafon are the tame. Now, the 
whole meaning of this fublime period, if it has any, is

no more than this, That a man of good fenfe without a 
Gemius cannot wiite a Phy; and that mature or réa- 
fe. is the ouly guide which:a Dramatic Pvet is to follow. 
But how does this fet afide' the rules of the Critics ?' which 
fii m are agreeable to nature or reafon, and confequent- 
ly, according to this Author's own conceffion, ought to be 
obierved:  .” 
He then gaes on: * The Modern Husband 1 acknow- 
ledge to have fome fcenes independent on the main bu- 
finels of the Play, and fome expreffions, the omiffion of 
Which would be no detriment to the work; yet it has 
wit, humour, fatire, and moral reflections in it, not un- 
worthy the pen of the beft Stoic. - If indeed the Author 
had made every fcene conducive to the principal defign, 
to the plot of the ‘Play, and.as dependent one on the 
other as every link in a chain, and every expreflion::s 
neceflary as every {cene, he would have produced a 
more perfect piece than it now is: and I doubt not but 
that he who ig capible of writing fo entertaining a Play 
as it now * is, is ingenuous enough to confels thefe truths, 
and to acknowledge that his intent was to expofe par- 
ticular vices and ‘folly:, to make thefe ridiculous, and 
thote odious, to give his audience pleafure, and himlelf 
profit, and that he had not leifure to make it other- 
Wite than it now is, and that he laughs without anger 
at thole who expole themfeives by a fruitlef$ endeavour 
* to expoie him.* -— That is to fay, The Modern Hus- 
baid is deieétive in the principal conitituents of a ‘good 
Piay, but has fome very entertaining things init, (at leaf 
the Comedian tells us fo) which make amends for the want 
of the reit: fo that ali things confidered, the Author's 
want of leifure, not abiluy, to make it better ; bis intent 
of giving pleajure to bis audience and profit to bimjelf ; 
his ingenuity 10 confe/s thefe truths, bis intent to expose 
particular vices and follys, in order to make thefe ridicu- 
fous and thofe odious; all this put together plainly proves, 
whit the Philoyopbical Comedian undertook, which was 
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. to fhew, that this Play was mot liable to the cenfure, which 
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his Yorsfhire friend had pafed upon the ref, which he 
owns he himfelt had neither feen, nor read, and confe- 
quently mult be avery proper perfon to make reflefions 
upon smodern Plays, and to give one the preference before 
ail the others. As to the Author’s /aughing without an- 
ger at thole who expose themje'ves by a fruitle/s endeavour 
ta expoje bim, | have received an account of a tranfaétion 
at a certain Bookfeiler’s fhop near Temple-bar, which di- 
rectly contradicts this: for there two Celebrated Captains 
quarrelled about this affair, and were likely to have come 
to blows 5 at which it was thought the Bookfeliér, as ufual, 
would have had the advantage of the Tragedian. 

Upon the whole, I think, Mr. Bavius, till this Phi’o- 
Jophical Comedian, or . omical Philaopher, or his friend 
the Author of The Modern Husband, or Mr. Wm. Hivt, 
the Candle {nuffer, fhall be more explicit in their juitifi- 
cation of this Play, I may even fet down without anger, and 
content myfelf with referring them once more to the Grub- 
fireet Feournal, No. 117. without giving mytelf any fur- 
ther trouble to defend a Paper which bas been fu lamely 
attacked by this Dramatical Exgairer. 

This Gentleman, who has fo fhort a memory that he 
could not, or was fo ill natured that he would not, tell 
his country friend the name of that paultry weekly Four- 
nal he mentioned to him, cencludes very afirmatively 
that ‘ Vhe ignorant thing, viz. Dramaticus, dilcovered 
‘ himfelf to have no notion of humour, and that his con- 
* verlation was not among perfons of {uperior rank, elpe- 
‘ cially the Ladies.’ But how has’ he made this diico- 
very of himfelf ? Why, becaule he hid queitioned whe- 
ther there are any real Lady CHagtorres in the world; 
and therefore he can’t be juppojed to bave any notion of bu- 
mour, or converjation with Ladies of fuperior rank. A 
pretty genteel compliment, upon my word, for which the 
Ladies of /uperior rank he frequents, are infinitely obliged 
to him.

bas been villed chicane by a learned Critic. Ww out 
two things may be fayed in his vindication. He puis this 
word in the mouth of a Yo-kbire Gentleman jufh come to 
Toton, perhaps about a tedious law-iuit; who. might e¢i- 
ther not ‘know the meaning of it, or might ftrixe the 
Lawyers obliquely, while he levelled directly at the book- 
fellers. ‘But I rather think our Comepian ufed this.word 
thus, as a proof of his comverjation among perfons of fupee 
rior rank, e/pecially the Ladies, fome ot whom, if oa 
bable, might apply it in this manner, fince he expressly tells 
us, he bas met with jome who partake of acolabiity of 
talking nonfenfe. . 

When I had gone through the Critical Article, I turned 
back to the Philofophical, which is the firtt: wherein [ 
found this Philofopher as dogmatical in /a:ing docon rules 
to ditinguifh truth from fajebood in Lheology, as im 
Poetry. He there places huntelt in cathedra, and from 
the infallibiliry ef his own wnerring Reajon delivers the 
following oracle. ® ‘ When we are told of wonder-work- 
‘ ing men, performing miracles contrary to the_ nature 
ot things, to the known fyflem of creation, and of the 
refurreétion of others from the dead, and their afcenfion 
into heaven, the reports deftroy the credit of the firit 
reporters in the opinion of ail reafonabie men [meaning 
-fuch only, who having wnerring Reajon thiuk as he 
does} and when we are told of cruel, partial, penitent, 
fickle, fuffering, and bleeding Gods, the wafe, the honeft, 
and pious man, [which noue can be in his opinion un- 
lefs he think like him] is like to weep for the fins of the 
impottors, while he tiniles at the credulity of weak be- 
lievers. In whatever books, and by whatever men, 

tales of thefe kinds are told, they fhould be regarded as 
impious and abominable fictions, and derogatory trom 
‘ the honour of God. /age 10.’ 

‘Fo atone for this blafphemous fatire upon Jefus Chrift 
and his religion, he gives us in.the third article a iuliome 
panegyric upon a Great man and his adminiftration ;

Gentlemen, I think it will be of fonie fervice, Mr. B-- 
vius, to produce a famous inftance of a Comedy, or ra- 
ther 2 Farce, lately aéted feveral times by them, called 
the O'4 Debauebees.
